Assassinate  Bulgarian  Ruler 

ANKARA.  Aug.  27  i/T).  — The  Bulgarian  radio  an-' 
nounced  today  that  King  Borit  waa  “aeriously  ill,"  and  the 
circumatancea  led  to  some  belief  here  that  the  King  of  the 
Balkan  country  may  have  been  the  victim  of  an  attempted 
aaaassination. 

No  details  of  the  King's  illness  were  given  in  this  first 
radio  announcement,  a circumstance  which  might  indicate 
authorities  were  attempting  to  prepare  the  Bulgarian  people 
for  a more  detailed  announcement  later. 

Bulgaria,  whose  destiny  is  tied  more  closely  with  that 
of  Italy  than  the  other  Balkan  satellite  nations,  has  been 
moving  steadily  toward  a situation  in  which  the  Govern- 
ment i«  expected  to  collap>e  between  German  pressure  and 
fear  of  Allied  successes  in  the  Balkan  Peninsula.

RKCOCiNITION 

Recognition  of  French  spokesmen  acting 
through  the  National  Committee  of  Liberation 
In  North  Africa  by  the  Unlteti  Nations  will  be 
an  encouraging  sign  to  millions  of  pe<4)le  who 
still  live  under  German  domination  In  France. 
It  Is  proof  that  the  free  world  recijgnUes  that 
■omethlng  tangible  Is  being  held  in  trust  for 
France,  something  that  U not  to  be  violated 
even  on  the  grounds  of  expediency  In  war. 
That  IS  the  right  of  the  French  people  to 
determine  their  own  affairs  when  the  oppressor 
has  been  driven  out.  and  when  peace  once  mure 
Is  restored. 

Too  much,  perhaps,  has  been  made  of  the 
differences  between  Generals  de  Gaulle  and 
Olraud.  The  essential  fact  Is  that  both  of  them 
are  working  (or  the  liberation  and  Uie  restora* 
Uon  of  France,  and  without  any  reservations 
or  Illusions  In  respect  of  a ntUl  dangerous  foe. 
Both  men  may  approach  tfte  problem  from  a 
different  angle,  but  they  have  given  evidence 
that  they  see  It  wholly  and  clearly.  Only  the 
French  can  speak  for  France,  as  history  should 
have  taught  us  by  now. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  United  Nations, 
the  decisions  of  the  Quebec  Conference  on  the  | 
one  hand,  and  of  Russia  on  the  other,  add 
strength  to  our  common  cause.  France  has  been 
given  a place  In  the  work  of  liberation,  her 
Internal  Interests  watched  and  guarded  by 
Frenchmen  themselves.  To  those  who  under- 
stand all  that  France  has  experienced  and  suf- 
fered In  the  last  (our  years,  the  victim,  and  In 
part  the  tool,  of  a desperate  and  vicious  enemy, 
even  this  small  earnest  In  advance  will  appear 
both  timely  and  just.  It  Is  a sign  that  the 
United  Nations  are  not  seeking  to  dictate  to 
France,  or  impose  upon  her  a settlement  from 
outside.  This  recognition  should  not  al<me  clear 
the  political  air  In  North  Africa,  but  also  permit 
all  of  us  to  get  on  with  the  war  m earnest, 
until  victory  is  achieved. 

BI.ATING  THE  ( BOAT 

From  London  yesterday  came  additional  evi- 
dence that  Oennan  submarines  have  met  Uieir 
match  in  the  Atlantic  Ten  U-boata  found  In  a 
park  were  sunk,  and  three  others  were  driven 
under  Uie  water  and  rendered  Impotent,  by 
United  SlAte.s  patrol  aircraft  while  an  Allied 
c?i)voy  went  by  in  safety.  This  la  the  second 
uc)  .asioit  wllhitt  a m<>nUi  when  Allied  tactics 
have  routed  large  wolf  packs  of  sea  ralder.s,  and  j 
taken  of  them  a very  heavy  toll  It  means,  in 
essence,  that  the  one-submarlne-a-day  record  Is 
being  maintained. 

There  was  corroboration  of  this  from  two 
other  sources  The  British  Ministry  of  Fond 
made  a report  on  Increased  food  stocks  within 
the  United  Kingdom,  paying  a fine  tribute  to 
Canada  In  respect  of  Its  grains  and  bnron 
There  would  be  no  Increase  in  the  food  rations 
of  Britons.  It  was  said,  because  stores  were 
under  accummulatlon  (or  the  needs  of  Invasion 
forres  when  the  time  come.'  On  the  oUier 
hand,  there  are  now  no  food  shortages  in  Great 
Britain,  and  material  reserves  are  on  hand  in 
respect  of  the  coming  muntiis. 

Tha  -second  announcement  dealt  with  ship- 
ping. and  was  no  less  encouraging.  Allied  ship 
construction  programmes  have  so  far  topped 
shipping  losses,  that  for  the  first  time  in 
the  war  there  is  si>methlng  of  a surplu.s  ship- 
ping pool  What  that  means  strategically  In 
iha  war  can  hardly  be  over -emphasized.  It  spelts 
Uie  abtUly  to  move  men.  sUircs  and  equipment 
and  In  ever  growing  numbers,  to  any  part  of 
the  conflict  Uiat  we  will.  It  was  just  that  which 
the  enemy  set  out  to  stop  with  hu  U-boat 
campaign,  and  in  this  also  he  Is  losing,  and 
all  along  the  line

RSCORD  PIU  HARD  RI  N 

Federal  fishery  officlaU  have  reported  that  a 
record  run  of  pilchards  visited  the  West  Coast 
of  Vancouver  hUand  this  year,  the  ^si  seasem 
since  statlsUcs  on  the  fishery  were  commenced 
In  19U.  Up  to  August  41.123  tons  of  pilchards 
had  been  landed,  or  more  than  double  the  catch 
at  the  equivalent  date  last  jrear.  The  large  run 
Is  of  more  than  ordinary  importance,  because 
a few  years  ago  It  looked  as  though  the  pilchards 
were  on  their  way  towards  extinction,  after

I A feature  of  the  year  which  wlU  mean  much 
to  BrtUsli  Columbia  in  the  future  Is  the  grow- 
ing proporUun  of  the  fish  that  are  now  canned. 
A few  years  ago  no  pilchards  were  canned  on 
the  British  Columbia  Coast.  Then  canning  began  ' 
In  an  experimental  way,  chiefly  (or  the  Oriental 
market.  Although  that  market  disappeared  the 
canning  was  eonUnued,  until  today  It  comprises 
a considerable  Item  In  the  fishery,  and  perhaps ' 


preservation  is  doubly  Important,  but  long  after 
the  war  Is  over  the  canning  of  pilchards,  as  with 
the  herring.^,  will  be  found  to  be  a substantial 
part  of  the  trade.  This  is  new  ground. 

THE  AI  TOMATIC  PLANE 

Long  before  this  war  commenced,  the  Sunday 
supplements  of  enterprising  journals  used  to 
appear  with  ingenloua  accounts  of  what  an 
enemy  might  do  In  war  by  means  of  fleets  of 
automatic,  wireless-controlled  aircraft.  Robot 
planes,  mere  flying  bombs,  would  be  used,  it 
was  predicted,  in  thousands  to  batter  any  target 
without  exposing  human  lives  to  Its  defences. 
The  accounts  were  plausible,  even  entertaining 
In  a chilly  way.  but  perhaps  little  nioiy.  in  four 
years  of  warfare  no  side  has  made  successful 
use  yet  of  tlie  automatic  plane.  We  are  asked 
to  believe  now  that  Germany  has  such  a weapon. 
The  answer  u.  what  of  It? 

Under  practical  conditions  of  modem  aviation 
no  terntocy  within  300  miles  of  a superior  air 
power  Is  safe  for  concentrations  such  as  the  | 
use  of  robot  planes  would  imply.  In  Italy  today  i 
that  Is  being  made  plain,  while  on  the  Channel 
coast  In  the  Lowlands  and  France  U has  long 
been  evident.  For  man-less  machines  to  fly 
hundreds  of  miles  without  human  assistance, 
through  all  the  flukes  and  hazards  of  a free- 
born air,  strains  even  a vivid  imagination.  In 
formation,  It  would  not  be  possible.  Singly,  the 
matter  of  concentration  would  be  difficult.  If 
not  also  impossible. 

There  Is,  however,  a more  serious  objection  to 
the  practicality  of  the  robot  plane.  Obviously. 

If  controlled  by  wireleas.  It  would  be  subject  to 
jamming,  or  Indeed  to  redirection  by  an  oppos- 
ing .vide  If  controlled  by  clockwork  It  would  be 
totally  blind  In  the  air.  and  an  easy  mark  for 
any  screens  laid  In  its  path.  The  device,  in 
short,  might  work  once  before  Us  counter- 
remedy  was  applied.  These  are  not  the  days  to 
declare  anything  totally  impossible,  but  wltft 
regard  to  the  robot  plane  the  chances  agaln.st  i 
us  success  would  be  of  the  order  ten  to  one. ! 
Btlll,  It  always  looked  well  in  the  Sunday  sup- 1 
plements,  where  Utile  is  held  Impossible. 

CAKE  CAN  WAIT 

The  general  public  in  Canada  will  not  be  > 
alarmed  over  Uie  move  towards  plainer  bakers'  j 
wares  next  month,  even  though  sotne  erstwhile 
fancy  staples  may  have  to  go  Apparently  enough 
Will  remain  to  satisfy  the  average  household,  and 
perhaps  too  much  for  the  dietitians.  Canadians 
wlU  not  likely  object  to  ten  varieties  of  bread, 
in  place  of  nfteen,  while  much  of  the  wnrld  R<<es 
in  want  of  sufflclcnt  bread.  There  wiU  be  ample, 
and  the  more  so  because  some  effort  is  being  j 
made  to  eliminate  the  (rills  , 

If  physicians  and  dletlti-iru  had  their  wish, 
Canadas  fare  might  be  even  plainer.  The  ex- 
perience of  the  people  of  Great  Britain  has  been 
that  they  have  fared  better  under  plainer  living 
condlUnns  than  before,  even  though  variety  was 
somewhat  curtailed.  If.  under  the  new  arrange- 1 
ment.  hot  rolls  become  a wartime  casualty,  there  < 
is  lltUe  doubt  that  many  people  will  be  the  better  ! 
for  that. 

Examining  the  ILvt,  one  finds  that  wedding ' 
cakes,  plain  cakes,  doughnuts  bran  and  com 
muffins,  cookies  and  drop  cakes,  not  to  mention 
the  ten  varieues  of  bread,  will  still  be  available 
to  the  public.  Borne  of  the  queues  that  formed  ' 
before  the  fancy  wares  counter  In  the  bakery  1 
trade  may  be  eUminaled.  The  traditional  ' hot-| 
dog  ' may  come  without  its  accusiumed  jacket.  I 
BpeclallsU  In  some  of  the  fffleen  former  varieties  , 
of  bread  may  be  momentarily  disappointed.  But 
that  Is  all.  Within  reason  and  health  there  will 
be  plenty  left.  In  a hungry  world.  Cake  can  wait.
